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JERUSALEM.—From the Mount of Olives The 

mountain above the city to the north, with mosque and 
minaret on its summit, is the point from whicli the Crusaders 
had their first view of Jerusalem, and was hence called 
Mons Gaudii, or Mountain of Joy. The Church and Tomb 
of the Virgin is behind the taller of the two .cypresses in 
the foreground, which stand near the spot where it is 
said Christ wept over Jerusalem. 
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
